According to an annual survey by Harris 
Interactive, 73 percent of Americans are 
stressed at work. 

The top source of stress, felt by ii percent 
of survey respondents, is low wages. For 
women, that rises to 14 percent. 

The next irritants are annoying co-work- 
ers (10 percent); commuting (9 percent); 
workload (9 percent); and a job outside a 
chosen career (8 percent). 

But workers’ fear of losing their job 
dropped to 4 percent, from 9 percent in 2011. 

Still, “anxiety among employees reduces 
productivity, lessens job satisfaction, lowers 
morale and has a negative impact on health,” 
survey spokesman John Swartz, regional di- 
rector of career services at Everest College, 
which commissioned the survey, said in a 
statement. 

“Workplace stress costs U.S. employers 
billions, and it’s critical that both employer 
and employee take action to reduce this epi- 
demic. 

“Whether you’ve been in a career for 
20 years or are just starting out, stay cur- 
rent on new trends, learn practical skills and 
consider choosing a field of study that will 
translate into a job in a growth industry like 
health care,” Swartz said.

D NEW ORLEANS Tropical Storm Isaac 
closed in on the Gulf coast Monda); trig- 
gering evacuation orders in some areas and dis- 
rupting offshore oil production as it threatened 
to make landfall between Florida and Louisiana 
as a Category ^ hurricane. 

The wide, slow-moving storm swiped south 
Florida on Sunday and strengthened over the 
warm Gulf waters. It was expected to reach 
land late Tuesday or early Wednesday the anni- 
versary of devastating Hurricane Katrina seven 
years ago. 

The US. National Hurricane Center warned 
the storm could buffet towns and cities in at 
least three US. states near the shoreline and 
flood the northern Gulf coast with a storm 
surge of up to 12 feet in some areas. 

“The weather will start going downhill over- 
night tonight on the northern Gulf Coast,” 
Hurricane Center Director Rick Knabb told 
reporters. “Wherever it is people are going to 
be during the storm, they need to get there to- 
night.” 

Isaac was forecast to strengthen into a Cate- 
gory 2 hurricane on the five-step Safifir-Simpson 
scale of hurricane intensity with top winds of 
too mph, before making landfall and moving 
over the Gulf Coast. 

The storm could take direct aim at New Or- 
leans, which is stiU struggling to fuUy recover

Prepare for a 
Super Bowl reshuffle 

Here's hoping the computers are right. The 
Bears and New England Patriots are pre- 
dicted to earn their conference's top seeds 
according to the “Madden NFL 13” reguiar- 
season simuiation, reieased Monday. The 
Bears are predicted to finish 12-4, as are the 
Green Bay Packers, but the virtuai Bears win 
the NFC North tiebreaker. 


Only two players remain on the Bears roster 
who were around the last time a regular-season 
game was played with replacement referees, 
and Brian Urlacher hasn’t been available lately 
to talk about the men in stripes. 

The other, long snapper Pat Mannelly does 
recall the season opener in 2001, a 17-6 loss at 
the Super Bowl champion Baltimore 
Ravens. 

“I remember 
game,” ManneUy said 
“Were they the same 
cahber of officials 
we have now?

It turned out to be just one week during 
which the NFL used replacement officials. 
After taking a weekend off because of the 9/11 
tragedies, the league resumed play with its reg- 
ular officials after brokering a deal. 

It is looking more likely by the day that the 
regular referees will not be around for the start 
of the regular season. There have been dis- 
puted calls in many preseason games and there 
was a curious play Friday at MetLife Stadium 
when the N.Y. Giants were given an untimed 
down at the end of the first quarter after a pass 
interference penalty against Charles Tillman. 

Afterward, Tillman wanted to know if he 
could be fined for criticizing replacement of- 
ficials. He mostly kept his mouth shut but he 
has three pass interference penalties in two

games and hasn’t been pleased with the work 
of the newcomers. 

Mannelly doesn’t remember a whole lot 
about the fill-ins from ii years ago. 

“I do remember [coach Dick] Jauron talk- 
ing about it and saying our officials are the 
best in the world and stuff,” Mannelly said. 
“These guys now are coming into a tough 
situation. There have been some poor calls 
but they’re learning. I would love to see the 
[regular] guys back.”
